Construction  of  a  world  trade  facility  had  been 
under  consideration  since  the  end  of  WWII.  In 
the  late  1950's  the  Port  Authority  took  interest  in 
the  project  and  in  1962  fixed  its  site  on  the  west 
side  of  Lower  Manhattan.  The  Port  Authority 
envisioned  a  project  with  a  total  of  10  million 
square  feet  of  office  space.  Designed  to  be  very 
tall  to  maximize  the  area  of  the  plaza,  the  towers 
were  initially  to  rise  only  80  -  90  stories. 
Only  later  was  it  decided  to  construct 
them    as    the    world's    tallest    buildings. 

Faced  with  the  difficulties  of  building  to 
unprecedented  heights,  the  engineers  employed 
an  innovative  structural  model:  a  rigid  "hollow 
tube"  of  closely  spaced  steel  columns  with  floor 
trusses  extending  across  to  a  central  core.  The 
columns,  finished  with  a  silver-colored 
aluminum  alloy,  were  18  3/4"  wide  and  set  only 
22"  apart,  making  the  towers  appear  from  afar  to 
have  no  windows  at  all.  Also  unique  to  the 
design  were  its  core  and  elevator  system.  The 
twin  towers  were  the  first  supertall 
buildings  designed  without  any  masonry.

I  Wish  I'd  Never  Seen"

Instead  of  fast-forwarding  through  reaUstic 
computer  graphics  of  the  World  Trade  Center 
crashing  down,  I  stood  there  and  watched  it  happen 
from  a  window  in  Chapin  Hall  overlooking  what 
used  to  be  the  New  York  City  skyline.  There  was  a 
sudden  rude  awakening  in  that  classroom. 

Tears  streamed  down  our  faces  as  we  realized 
almost  unanimously  that  there  was  no  rewind 
button  that  would  be  able  to  put  the  World  Trade 
Center  back  together  again.  This  wasn't  a  movie. 
All  that  could  be  seen  rose  up  in  mushroom  clouds 
from  the  Manhattan  grounds  where  the  North  and 
South  towers  used  to  stand,  covering  the 
city  in  a  gray  smog  that  screamed  terrorism. 

People  were  running  all  around  me  to  see  the 
view  from  high  places  at  MSU.  Others  rushed  into 
classrooms  with  televisions  that  broadcasted  live 
footage  of  the  two  hijacked  planes  that  crashed 
into  the  towers,  sending  a  shock  across 
the   Hudson   and   throughout   the   campus. 

By  now  everyone  was  talking  about  it.  As  I 
walked  solemnly  across  campus  towards  the  MSU 
Child  Care  Center  where  I  worked,  I  heard 
overwhleming  disbelief  from  people  that  I  passed. 
Everyone  had  their  own  way  of  dealing  with  it; 
mine  was  one  of  solitude  -  wearing  a  long  face  and 
glassy  eyes.  I  felt  my  heart,  racing  in 
sheer  terror,  go  out  to  those  in  the  city, 
especially    to     those    I    knew    personally. 

I  felt  like  crying.  It  was  all  too  overwhelming, 
but  somehow  I  managed  to  put  on  a  happy  face  for 
the  children,  wishing  at  that  moment  that  I  was  a 
young  naive  child  who  didn't  understand  how 
horrid  the  world  could  sometimes  be.  At  naptime, 
tears  once  more  consumed  my  eyes  and  I  had  to 
leave  early  to  cope  with  the  crisis.  I  met  with  some 
friends  who  comforted  me,  and  was  filled 
with  relief  after  hearing  from  people  I 
hoped    had    never    made    it    into    the    city. 

While  we  continue  to  search  for  the  truth  about 
what  happened  and  why  it  happened,  I  find  myself 
questioning  the  reality  I  have  grown  to  know.  This 
is  something  I  used  to  only  find  in  history  books  or 
war  pictures  -  not  in  real  life.  It's  frightening  just  to 
know  how  real  this  reality  is.  And  now  as  one  small 
part  of  the  nation,  at  a  university  called 
Montclair  State  where  I  used  to  have  a 
window  in  Bohn  Hall  overlooking  the 
once-beautiful  New  York  skyline,  I  wait  in  angst 
for  politics  to  give  me  my  happy  ending.

Students  stood 
around  campus  in  tight 
knit  circles,  talking  in 
low  voices  and  crying. 
Other  students  walked 
listlessly  to  their  next 
destination,  with  head

the  television  in  the  Student  Center  cafeteria  watching  as  smoke 
billowed  around  the  dilapidated  building.  Cell  phones  were 
passed  around  without  any  fear  of  being  stolen;  students 
benevolently  sharing  their  own  possessions  so  that  other  students 
could  get  in  touch  with  loved  ones.  Others  were  quietly  praying  in 
the  SC  Quad,  searching  for  the  answer  to  the  millions  of  questions 
spinning  around  in  their  heads.

Tuesday,  September  11th  was  a  dreadful  and  terrifying  day.  Here,  at  the  University,  the  sun  was  shining  and 
students  were  going  to  classes,  when  suddenly,  a  few  short  miles  away,  the  morning  was  shattered  with 
explosions  and  massive  death  and  injury.  Cut  off  by  the  river,  we  all  watched  and  listened,  helpless 
to    do    anything,    as    one    explosion    after    another    brought    the    World    Trade    Centers    down. 

Some  people  in  our  community  were  directly  and  very  painfully  affected  by  this  tragedy,  and  all  of  us  grieve 
for  them  and  for  all  the  victims  of  these  events.  In  the  aftermath,  the  question  uppermost  in  our 
minds  is  what  we  should  do,  as  individuals  and  as  a  University  community,  to  respond. 
I  would  suggest  that  there  are  at  least  three  ways  that  we  can  help. 

First,  we  must  do  all  we  can  to  help  and  support  those 
who     have     been     directly     touched     by     this     tragedy. 

Second,  we  can  do  some  practical  things  to  help.  For  example,  we 
can  give  blood,  or  we  we  can  provide  housing,  food,  and 
transportation  to  community  members  who  have 
temporarily   been   cut   off   from   access   to   their   homes. 

The  third  thing  we  can  do  is  far  more  difficult.  We  can  go  about 
our  task  of  educating  ourselves  and  preparing  ourselves  to  shape 
a  world  in  which  such  things  do  not  happen.  The  tragic  acts  our 
country  experienced  on  Tuesday  were  the  product  of  profound 
hate  and  ignorance.  When  people  do  not  know  each  other  or 
understand  each  other,  a  fertile  ground  exists  for  the  breeding  of 
hatred.  The  only  effective  antidote  to  hate  is  knowledge, 
understanding,  and  a  commitment  to  a  common  humanity. 

To  see  the  flames  of  destruction,  the  blood  and  torn  flesh  is 
horrible  beyond  comprehension.  But  to  see  children  dancing 
joyfully  in  the  streets  in  the  face  of  such  tragedy,  is,  in  some  ways, 
worse.  The  children's  joy  in  the  death  of  those  they  perceive  as  their 
enemies  is  the  very  seed  that  will  grow  into  the  next  tragedy  of 
destruction.  So  our  obligation,  even  in  the  midst  of  our  grief  and 
our  anger,  is  not  to  follow  the  pathways  of  hate.  Our  obligation 
is  to  challenge  ourselves  to  really  understand  the 
implications  and  meaning  of  the  events  we  witnessed  on 
September  11th.  Our  obligation,  as  citizens,  is  to  understand 
and  influence  as  best  we  can  the  actions  that 
our  government  will  take  in  response  to  these  events. 

Clearly,  the  events  of  Tuesday,  September  11th  will  be  with 

us    for   a   long   time   to    come.      I   would    encourage    all 

members   of  the   University  to   think   of  ways   in  which, 

as    an    educational    community,    we    can    best    respond.

How  many  times  has  this 
happened  to  you?  It's  the  middle 
of  the  night  (or  early  in  the 
morning,  depending  on  what  type 
of  person  you  are)  and  you  are 
driving  back  to  school  after  work 
or  a  party.  You  are  so  insanely 
tired  that  you  can't  think 
straight,  and  as  soon  as  you 
reach  the  campus  you  remember 
where  you  have  to  park. 
Lot  28!  Yes,  Lot  28,  the  vast  wasteland  of  a  parking  lot  far  from  the 
reaches  of  Montclair  civilization.  Lot  28,  the  land  that  God  and 
Time  forgot,  judging  by  the  potholes  which  put  the  lunar  surface 
to  shame.  The  general  consensus  about  the  parking  situation  here 
at  MSU  is  not  very  favorable  according  to  the  response  gathered 
from  a  questionaire  put  out  by  the  Student  Government  Association. 
The  issue  of  Lot  28,  although  a  large  concern,  is  only  part  of  the 
larger  picture.  One  common  complaint  is  the  lack  of  parking 
spaces.  An  average  commuter  has  to  arrive  to  campus  unreasonably 
early  prior  to  their  class  just  to  search  for  a  spot  remotely  close  to 
the  building,  which  often  times  is  never  found.  Residents  also  feel 
the  effects  of  minimal  parking  as  they  are  leaving  their  cars  in 
another  zip  code  down  in  Lot  28.  Although  construction  is 
underway  for  a  new  parking  garage,  students  wonder  if  this  will 
ease  the  problem  any,  and  with  the  push  from  the  administration 
for  an  increase  in  the  student  population,  many  question  where 
these  new  students  will  have  to  park  while  on  campus. 


Although  commuters  and 
residents  are  often  separated  based 
upon  their  living  circumstances, 
they  have  come  together  to 
raise  complaints  and  concerns 
about  parking.  However,  if  a 
lot  were  to  be  constructed  for  only 
one  of  the  two  groups,  which 
side  could  nnake  the  best 
argument  as  to  being  given  the  lot? 

Commuters  say:  We  have  to  get 
up  early  and  battle  traffic  at 
different  hours  of  the  day,  whereas 
residents  only  have,  to  walk  five 
minutes  from  where  they  live  to 
get  to  class,  so  we  should  be  able  to 
have  sufficient  parking. 

Residents  say:  Our  residence  hall 
is  our  home,  and  thus  we  should 
be  able  to  park  fairly  close  to  our 
place  of  residence  just  as 
commuters  do  when  they  are  at 
home.  One  shouldn't  have  to  catch 
a  bus  to  one's  car  just  to  go  grab  a 
bite  to  eat  at  McDonald's  or  go 
food  shopping. 

Residents  and  commuters  may 
be  at  odds  with  each  other  over 
certain  issues,  but  when  it  comes  to 
parking,  they 'have  surely  come  to 
an  agreement  that  the  parking 
situation  is  in  dire  need  of 
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As  you  pull  into  Lot  28,  you  notice 
the  shuttle  bus  parked  at  the  bus 
stop,  and  as  you  try  to  figure  out  if  it 
just  got  there,  it  pulls  away  and    \ 
unfortunately  your  question  is 
answered.  The  sense  of  neverending 
hopelessness  overwhelms  you  as 
you  seat  yourself  inside  the  bus 
stop.  Although  shielded  from  the 
downpour,  you  shiver  from  the  bitter 
cold.  You  glance  at  the  posted  shuttle 
bus  schedule,  roll  your  eyes,  and  begin 
the  wait.  After  twenty  minutes  the 
guard  in  the  booth  dozes  off,  and 
you   begin    to    wonder    if   maybe 
the     bus     driver     has     done     the 
same   thing    somewhere   between 
Freeman    Hall    and    the    quarry. 

Just  as  you  consider  cutting  across 
the  tracks  and  up  the  hill  to  your  bed  in 
Blanton,  you  see  the  bus  creeping  slowly 
through  the  quarry  and  silently  curse 
the  driver  for  taking  his  time.  Yet,  as 
you  'climb  the  steps  onto  the  bus, 
and  notice  how  tired  the  driver 
is,  you  can't  help  but  think  that 
he's  doing  his  job  the  best  he  can. 

Once  seated  on  the  bus,  you  begin  to 
feel  some  relief  knowing  that  soon  you'll 
be  back  at  your  dorm,  until  you  realize 
that  the  bus  is  not  moving;  the  driver  is 
waiting  for  some  reason.  Soon  he  figures 
out  that  nobody  else  is  coming  and 
slowly  lurches  the  bus  forward.  You 
don't  have  to  worry  about  dozing  off 
as  the  bus  clangs  and  shakes  on 
its  journey  back  to  campus,  and  as 
you  climb  off  the  bus  at  your  stop, 
you  can't  remember  if  you  turned 
the  interior  lights  off  in  your  car. 


Every  student  knows  the  sound 
of  the  MSU  shuttle  buses;  after 
experiencing  the  long  waits,  most 
ears  have  been  trained  to 
recognize  the  whining,  clanging 
sound  of  the  bus  as  it  finally 
arrives.  All  too  frequently  a 
student  will  hear  it  when  he  or  she 
is  just  far  enough  away  that 
making  a  run  for  it  would  be 
useless.  As  for  their  appearance, 
it's  easy  to  spot  the  shuttles 
by  the  chipping  paint  and 
faded  colors.  In  an  effort  to  spread  awareness  of  events  on 
campus,  placards  have  begun  showing  up  on  the  sides  of  the 
shuttles,  promoting  events  such  as  MSU  Squares  for 
Spring  Week,  as  well  as  other  on-campus  programs. 
However,  many  students  fail  to  read  these  placards  because  by 
the  time  the  bus  arrives,  most  are  so  irritated  from  waiting  that  they 
immediately  climb  on  and  take  a  seat.  In  a  study  taken  in  February, 
it  was  concluded  that  most  of  the  buses  were  always  10-15  minutes 
late,  with  some  up  to  a  half  hour  behind  schedule.  The  Physical 
Plant  states  that  much  of  the  problem  with  the  timeliness  of  the 
shuttles  is  due  in  part  to  the  traffic  flow  and  construction  on 
campus,  although  many  students  disagree.  Buses  are  often  late  in 
the  early  morning  hours,  when  traffic  should  not  be  a  factor. 
Although  most  students  complain  about  the  inefficiency  of 
the  shuttle  buses,  many  do  not  realize  that  other  universities 
have  no  shuttles.  What'smoreisthatmany  of  these  universities 
are  larger,  and  thus  students  there  are  forced  to  walk  even 
farther.  So  the  next  time  you  see  the  bus  coming  slowly  down 
Clove  Road  or  turning  off  of  Valley  Road  after  waiting  for 
twenty  minutes,  just  be  thankful  that  it's  coming  at  all. 
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Although  crime  isn't  a  serious 
problem  on  campus,  there 
have  been  incidents  and 
circumstances  that  have  students 
questioning  their  safety  at 
Montclair  State  University.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  academic 
year,  campus  officers  were  issued 
guns  to  carry  on  them, 
authorized  by  President  Cole  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Are  these 
guns  a  sign  that  campus  police  are  more  concerned  about  our 
safety,  or  a  result  of  increased  crime  of  which  the  students  have 
not  been  made  aware?  The  decision  on  whether  or  not  to  arm 
campus  police  had  been  highly  debated  on  for  over  a  year,  and 
was  decided  upon  based  on  the  fact  that  MSU  is  a  community  of 
over  15,000  individuals  located  in  a  major  metropolitan  area, 
according  to  Dr.  Karen  Pennington.  Chief  Paul  Cell  commented 
in  an  interview  with  the  Montclarion  that  the  officers  will  only  use 
the  guns  if  lethal  force  is  necessary,  and  that  they  will  not  use  their 
weapons  to  threaten  or  intimidate.  Students'  reactions  to  the 
issue  have  come  from  both  sides.  While  some  feel  that  equipping 
officers  with  guns  will  help  supress  crime,  many  feel  uneasy 
about  increasing  the  number  of  guns  on  campus.  Regardless, 
since  the  officers  have  had  the  proper  training,  the  students  can 
feel  safe  in  their  residence  halls  knowing  they  are  now  well 
protected,  unless  of  course  someone  walks  right 
past  the  desk  assistant  who  is  either  not  swiping 
cards  or  deeply  involved  in  his/her  homework,  but 
there's  only  so  much  you  can  do  to  ensure  campus  security. 


Walking  across  campus  at  night, 
^     most  students  feel  fairly  safe,  despite 
the  fact  that  many  places  across 
campus  are  poorly  lit.  Reviewing  the 
crime  logs  obtained  by  campus  police, 
I    there  have  been  few  incidents  on 

I'  campus  at  night.  However,  it  seems 
as  if  the  students  should  be  more 
concerned  about  their  vehicles  than 
themselves,  since  one  problem  that  has 
increased  throughout  this  year  has  been 
automobile  safety,  with  an  increase  in  car 
theft.  In  October  of  2001,  Chief  of  Police, 
Paul  Cell,  reported  that  22  cars  had  been 
reported  missing  since  January,  which 
was  a  dramatic  increase  from  the  total  of 
nine  reported  in  the  Annual  Security 
Report  for  2000.  As  a  result,  security  was 
increased  by  the  police  department,  which 
was  obvious  by  the  various  check  points 
that  were  set  up  across  campus  where 
cars  were  stopped  and  checked  for 
ignition  tampering  or  any  other  sign  of 
theft.  Additionally,  at  these  stops  officers 
also  checked  to  make  sure  that  students 
were  buckled  up.  Vehicles  were  reported 
stolen  from  all  lots  except  for  those  with 
gates,  so  although  the  gates  are  a  nuisance 
when  trying  to  find  a  good  parking 
spot,  they  are  helpful  in  preventing 
car  theft.  Prior  to  this  year,  campus 
police  were  responsible  for  both 
security  and  parking.  Now  that 
Standard  Parking  is  responsible 
for  parking  violations,  campus  police 
can  now  focus  more  on  campus  security.

Diner  Protest:  Let  Us  Swipe! 

When  the  Student  Center  Cafe  was 
stripped  of  its  dinner  hours  in  what 
seemed  to  be  an  effort  to  force  students 
to  eat  at  the  diner,  where  meal  plans  are 
not  accepted,  many  students  raised  arms 
in  protest  and  confronted  Sodexho. 

Sodexho:  Many  commuter  students  complain 
that  there  is  no  place  for  them  to  eat. 
Rebuttal:  Commuters  can  eat  anywhere  resi- 
dents can,  and  both  dining  halls  are  open  to 
those  who  do  not  have  a  meal  plan. 

Sodexho:  Commuters  may  not  feel 
comfortable  with  sororities  and 
fraternities  in  the  Student  Center. 
Rebuttal:  Residents,  as  well  as  commuters 
alike,  have  to  associate  with  Greeks  as  well. 

Sodexho:  The  Ratt  is  open  for  dinner  and 
you  can  use  your  meal  plan  there. 
Rebuttal:  The  Ratt  basically  offers  fried  foods 
and  does  not  offer  fresh  sandwiches,  and 
although  Blanton  does,  they  do  not  allow 
food  to  be  taken  out,  which  does  not  help 
students  who  are  on  a  time  constraint. 

In  the  end,  most  students  have  refused  to 
eat  at  the  diner,  where  they  have 
to  pay  for  the  same  foods  they  can 
swipe  for  elsewhere.  Needless  to  say. 
Six  Brothers  Diner,  where  the  food  is 
considered  not  only  more  appealing,  but 
cheaper  as  well,  still  does  good  business. 


Eat,  drink,  and  be  merry! 
Well,  if  you  dine  on  campus 
you  may  not  feel  too  merry 
afterwards.  Once  you  finish 
your  meal  it's  hard  to  tell  if 
you're  full  or  disgusted.  In  all 
seriousness,  the  food  selection 
at  MSU  is  not  horrible;  given 
the  stories  you  hear  about 
college  food  prior  to  actually 
getting  there  your  expectations 
aren't  too  high  to  begin  with. 


Sodexho  is  the  sole  provider  of  food  to  the  dining  facilities  on  the 
campus,  from  the  cafeterias,  to  the  Red  Hawk  truck,  to  the  C-Store, 
to  the  newly  constructed  Red  Hawk  Diner.  In  fact,  the  diner  was 
an  incentive  for  the  decision  makers  to  sign  a  lengthy  contract  with 
Sodexho,  which  continues  our  partnership  with  them  for  over 
eight  more  years.  As  part  of  the  deal,  Sodexho  paid  for 
three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  the  new  diner.  Whether  or  not  the  diner 
was  worth  continuing  a  partnership  with  a  business  that  provides 
the  campus  with  food  that  most  students  consider  to  be  inadequate 
is  debatable,  but  regardless,  the  students  have  no  choice  but  to  take 
what  they  are  given.  Furthermore,  the  meal  plan  system  has  left 
many  students  feeling  cheated.  Before  the  beginning  of  the  semester, 
students  pay  for  a  certain  number  of  meal  swipes,  where  each 
swipe  is  equivilant  to  $3.60.  At  the  end  of  the  semester,  any  meals 
that  are  left  unused  are  lost,  as  is  the  money  that  paid  for  them.  On 
average,  many  students  have  50  meals  left  over  in  the  end,  which 
is  $180  that  could  easily  be  refunded.  Instead,  students  find 
themselves  swiping  ridiculous  amounts  of  food  in  the  final  weeks 
of  the  semester.  Despite  the  fact  that  most  students  find  the  idea 
of  Sodexho  hard  to  swallow,  both  figuratively  and 
literally,  it's  something  that  they  will  have  to  deal  with. 
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They're  not  called  "dorms", 
they  are  "residence  halls",  as 
any  strict  Residence  Life 
member  will  assertively 
tell  you.  However,  placing 
a  more  appealing  title  on  a 
deteriorating  building  still 
doesn't  change  the  fact  that  it  is 
in  need  of  repairs.  As  many 
students  have  discovered,  the 
"residence  halls"  at  MSU  are 
not  the  greatest;  most  of  them 
are  several  decades  old,  so  problems  are  to  be  expected.  From 
floods  in  Blanton  to  loss  of  heat  and  faulty  fire  alams  in 
Freeman,  there  are  plenty.  Thus,  in  what  seems  to  be  an 
answer  to  these  issues,  a  new  residence  hall  is  currently 
under  construction  on  Clove  Road,  although  it  is  unclear  as 
to  whether  or  not  this  new  building  will  lead  to  the  elimination 
of  any  others.  However,  it  looks  as  if  the  current  residence 
halls,  even  Bohn,  which  is  gradually  sliding  down  the  hill 
toward  Valley  Road,  will  remain  standing,  since  the  University 
has  already  pushed  for  an  increase  in  student  attendance. 
Current  students  felt  the  effect  of  the  increase  in  the  student 
population  this  year  as  many  found  themselves  tripled  in 
several  of  the  residence  halls.  However,  despite  the  problems, 
there  always  forms  within  these  ancient  buildings  a  sense  of 
community  and  a  family-like  atmosphere  that  keeps  one 
going  when  the  work  and  stress  pile  high,  or  homesickness 
sets  in.  From  the  freshman,  newly  liberated  from  mom  and 
dad,  to  seniors,  itching  to  leave,  everyone  knows  that  through 
it   all,   these   tiny   rooms   are   home    .    .    .    for   now.
